AN EXPERIMENTAL STATION. 





The time has come when the requirements 
of the farming community are such as can 
only be met by the establishment of our Ex- 
perimental Station, for the devolopement of 
knowledge in the more abstruse branches of 
agriculture. Noone familiar with the In- 


stitutes being held by the several agricul- 
tural societies has failed to notice the in- 
creased interest manifested in agricultural ed- 
ucation from the practical farmer, and by the 
numerous enquiries made of the speakers. 
To many of these questions correct and sat- 
isfactory answers cannot be given, for the 
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lack of knowledge, which has not, and can- 
not be obtained from such experiments as 
are being conducted by farmers, and for 
| which premiums are being given by the 
agricultural societies of Massachusetts. 
Some of them are to a certain extent satis- 
factory; but the more important experi- 
ments cannot be conducted by the ordinary

A SICK PIG.

I have a pig some five months old, which 
has always seemed healthy and thrifty until 

| within the past few days. When I have fed 
| her she would eat and lay down soon after, 
| and thiee days ago she refused to eat, and I 
found black spots upon her, which increa-ed 
until they covered nearly all the surface of

me asto what it is, (I would say that the 
hog has been kept in a warm barn, and her 
pen clean and dry by the use of leaves,) and 
as to a remedy or treatment, and if it is 
contagious ?

Could we see the pig and notice the symp- 
| toms from the first, an intelligent opinion 
might be given of the nature of the disease. 
We should judge, however, that the malady 
is Saint Anthony’s Fire, (mild form.) 

Symptoms:—Restlessness, patient, scrapes 
litter together in heaps, difficult breathing, 
grinds the teeth ; there appears on the ears, 
neck, chest and belly red streaks, which 
gradually become blue or black. Sometimes 
the animal dies without showing any sign 
of disease till after death. 

Treatment :—Aconite first, 4 drops; 2d, 
decimal dilution, to be followed in two hours 
by 5 grains ; 2d, dec. trituration of Arsenicum. 
Give once an hour 4 drops 3 dec. d‘lution 
Belladonna. As soon as patient shows signs 
of permanent improvement, cease giving med- 
cine. Swine breed so fast that we don’t 
think it pays to be to much expense in doctor- 
ing single animals. A correspondent of the 
Ploughman treated very successfully two 
years ago a case of Bronchitis. ‘The sow was 
ten months old, and forward with pig. She 
could not lie down, breathing being so diffi- 
cult. He took part of a pail of water, set 
ina bag and put ina red-hot brick, then 
held the pig’s nose firmly in the mouth of 
the bag. This gave her relief almost at 
once. He repeated this once an hour till 
she was very much better. He gave her 
once in two hours half a teaspoonful of 
sweet spirits of nitre. As soon as she com- 
menced to act naturally, he bade farewell to 
the medicine. He gave her skimmed milk, 
diluted with hot water, as often as she would 
sip a little; kept her in a warm, dry place. 
In two weeks she ate two pails of swill a 
day.—[Eb.

THE ANGORA GOAT IN AMERICA. 


A DISTINGUISHED ARRIVAL. 
[Boston Daily Advertiser. 

It is thirty years since the Sultan of Tur- 
key, as an act of graditude to an American 
citizen, the late Dr. Davis of South Carolina, 
sent to the United States halfa dozen fine 
specimens of the Angora goat. There have 
been since that time a dozen importations of 
a few animals each. These, with their prog- 
eny, are scattered over all sections of the 
country in and south of the Middle States, 
and in some of the Territories and Califor- 
nia, but in no case in herds of over a few 
hundred,—the object in the minds of all the 
owners seeming to be the raising of animals 
for breeding and not in flocks for fleece. 
There have _ ae but one or two exceptions ; 
notably that of the Hon. Richard Peters 
who on his fine stock ranche among the foot 
hills of the Blue Ridge, at Calhoun in north; 
western Georgia, has, from the YMginel 
stock, maintained a flock of greater oF les 
numbers ‘n their orignal purifds been mani- 





Editor Massachusetts Ploughman: 

Enclosed are samples of braided straw for 
hats. At harvest time sheaves of wher*and 
selected of tha.d~idtise. From a bundle of 
wheat, as much as the hand will grasp is 
taken,and after separating the straw from 
weeds and grass, the heads of grain are 
brought even and cut off. A cut is then 
made further down on the straw, just above 
the first or upper joint, leaving for use one 
length of straw free from joints, the longest 
such on the stalk. If the straw is perfectly 
dry the husks may be slipped downward off 
the straw, otherwise husking should be de- 
ferred till the straw dries. When husked 
the straw may be tied in bundles of conven- 
ient size and stored where they will keep 
free from dampness, dust, and other injury. 
This process continues t'll as much straw is 
secured as will be likely to be needed for all 
winter's braiding. ‘The heads of grain when 
cut off and saved by themselves may be care- 
fully threshed and the wheat saved for sow- 
ing as it is free ftom foul seed as hand pick- 
ing can make it. 

The bat straw requires sorting according 
to size, into coarse, medium and fine lots, 
which is best done by daylight, as the eye- 
sight is taxed to detect slight variations in 
the size of the straws. 

Last before braiding the straw requires 
soaking in warm soft water sufficiently to 
render it pliable and prevent it being easily 
broken. The cover of a wash boiler will 
answer to soak straw in if set on the stove 
where it will not allow the water to become 
too hot, and the water requires changing 
every other day as it becomes slightly offen- 
sive. 

To set up a braid take seven straws of 
same size, bring butts together and tie se- 
eurely with thread. ‘Take this bundle in 
both hands, holding it near the butt end by 
the thumb and forefinger of each hand, and 
open out the straws towards each side— 
four straws on the right side and three 
on the left. Bend the outside straw on the 
right side so asto foldit under the straw 
next to it and over the two next to that— 
that is under one and over two, This move- 
ment will bring four straws on the left side, 
leaving three on the right. The outside 
straw on the left is then turned under one 
and over two as before and so on. 

When any straw is braided up, put in an- 
other by laying the butt of the new one 
under the top end of the braided one just 
before the next straw is bent over. Clip 
closely with scissors projecting ends of 
straws turned out along the braid, and while 
yet damp iron the braid with a flat iron 
rather hot to press and polish. After a little 
practice from two to four yards of braid can 
be finished in an hour. Fifteen yards wil! 
make a hat, men’s size—twelve yards for 
boys size. Five straws, or nine or eleven 
may be used instead of seven if preferred. 
The braid is sewed together and the hat 


of the maker, the sewing requiring consider- 
able skill so that one not accustomed to it 
may find some difficalty in learning without 
a teacher. The hats bring thirty cents each 
in trade at the stores, and are preferred to 
chip hats by some as more durable and less 
injured by wetting. Hat making is light,

Mr. J. B. Evans of Scorsteen- 
burg, St. Elizabeth, South Africa, who has 
aranche of 180,000 acres, says: “The An- 
gora goats are among the best members of 
my flocks which among other 
species, has a flock of 300 “ ostriches.” 

It is not impossible that a fibre which for 
fifteen years has sold at double the price of 
the best combing wool should have great 
value and compel the attention of the capi- 
talist and farmer tu its merits and possibili- 
ties for the future here, where the variety of 
climate, soil and vegetation isso great. All 
who are interested in any attempts to de- 
velop the resources of the country must wel- 
come the efforts now newly being put forth 
to provide a native growth of mohair for the 
growing manufactures of the country made 
from that material. The best judges of the 
case say the want of success in this country 
is based on the two causes of wrong location 
of flocks and a lack of*careful breeding.

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FEEDING COWS FOR MILK.

| In making milk to get the most profit, 
there are several things to be taken into 
consideration. The health and strength of 
the cows and the cost of feeding. A cow,

where milk is much desired. “* amall oa 
tity may be beneficial to regulate the bowels, 
but I think the bran is sufficient for that. 

In the country towns, where farmers do 
not sell their milk, or make much account 
of milk in winter, and feed largely on hay, 
I think it very necessary to keep the system 
in an open and healthy condition. The per- 
centage of water is so great that feeding to 
milch cows reduces the strength of the blood 
and debilitates the general condition of the 
body, thereby causing abortion, pleuro-pneu- 
monia, and other diseases. There is a much 
smaller percentage of water in rutabagas, 
but they are objected to on account of their 
liability to give a bad flavor to the milk. In 
feeding, I tnink one person should have the 
care of cows, thereby becoming familiar 
with the quantity of food each cow requires, 
I practice, and would recommend, feeding 
but twice in the twenty-four hours. Hay at 
5 o'clock in the morning, or as soon as the 
milking is completed, and the grain as soon 
after as the hay is eaten up clean, and no 
more until 5 o’clock P. » when I feed 
my grain. After milking I feed my poorest 
hay or fodder, and for this reason: Cows 
have four stomachs, and when taking in 
their food, it is giving them no nourishment 
—they are simply taking it into their rumen, 
or paunch, as a store-basket, te be masti- 
cated at their leisure ; and when this is filled 
the cow's labor is really completed, and the 
less trouble they are put to in filling this, 
the less their labor. Then they quietly lie 
down, contented, masticate their food and 
make their milk. Becoming accustomed to 
the regular time of feeding, they are not 
jumping up every time one enters the barn, 
for something more to eat, and, if disap- 
pointed, they become discontented and wor- 
ried. Most of usknow something of the effect 
of worriment upon the health and digestion.

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SPRING CHICKENS. 


[Fanny Field, in Prairie Farmer.] 


Raising chickens for the early spring 
market is one of the must profitable branches 
of the poultry business. Chickens that are 
iarge enough for broilers by the middle of 
April or first of May, will bring in city 
markets from 50 cents to $1 each alive, and 


any one living near a lice of railroad, and | 


within 200 miles of a city market can 
raise chickens and get them to market ata 
cost, according to the price of grain, from 
15 to 25 centsa head. Of course it is a 





little more trouble to hatch and care for 
chickens during the months of February 
and March than it would be later in the sea- 
son, but the early birds pa so much better 
that one can afford a little extra trouble. 

The chief requisites for success in raising 
early chickens are, a house where the tem- 
perature can be kept above the freezing 
point, a thorough knowledge of the wants 
of young chicks, and the right breed of 
fowls to start with. 

Ihave seen several buildings that were put 
up expressly for the purpose, but only three 
that came anywhere near my notion of what 
such a building ought to be. The best 
place that I ever saw for early chickens was

The "back part of the 
cellar where it was comparatively dark was 
partitioned off, and made the best place in 
the world for the setting hens; while the 
light, sunny front apartment was just the 
thing for the little chicks. The proprietor 
of that barn cellar sent over 600 broilers 
into market before the middle of May last, 
and at present writing, Jan. 26, has nearly 
seventy hens sitting. None of the chicks 
are due later than Feb. ll. And said pro- 
prietor is not a great big man either—it is a 
sweet voiced, dainty little bit of a woman. 

The next best chicken house that I am ac- 
quainted with is built into the south side of 
ahill. The front side is nearly all glass, 
with board shutters to close over the win- 
dows at night. Last winter when the mer- 
cury stood at 22 degrees below zero outside, 
it was two degrees above the freezing point 
inside this house. 

Another building was banked up to the 
eaves on the north and south sides, and west 
end. Four large windows in the south side 
of the roof, and door in east end. At night 
the windows were covered with straw mats 
and board shutters. Inside the building was 
lathed and plastered, and the floor covered 
with gravel. The house would be just the 
thing for a flat country, but where hiils are 
pow and handy I should build a side-hill 
ouse—if I couldn’t have a barn cellar. 

But whatever style of house you may con- 

clude to raise your early chickens in, have 

it constructed so that it will be warm enough 

without the use of artificial heat. Stones 

in poultry houses are a nuisance any way, 

and in the long run do more harm than good. 

Put in plenty of window glass, and the sun 

will warm your chicken house cheaper than 

you can do it with wood or coal. 

The next thing to be looked after is a 

suitable breed of fowls. We want chicks 

that are hardy, up-and-scratching fiom the 

shell, blessed with good appetites, grow rap- 

idly, feather up quickly, and make nice 

plump broilers when ten or twelve weeks 

old. One breeder says that the Houdans 

Sre what we want; another turns up his 

nose at French fowls and declares that 

ight Brahmas are just the thi 
third swears by the Leghorns, and a fourth 
whispers “ Polish!” Now Leghorns, Brah- 
mas, Polish, and all the rest of them are 
well enough in their places, but their place 
is not to figure in the market reports as 
“spring chickens.” ‘Lhe small breeds are 
too small, and the Asiatics have a habit of 
running around naked so long before they 
get their feathers, that it spoils them for 
spring chickens. It wouldn’t be decent to 
send such looking birds to market! 

The Plymouth Rocks are just what we 
want. The chicks are remarkably hardy, 
always hungry and always scratching, and 
feather up quickly. If you have no Ply- 
mouth Rocks, or not enough of them to 
start with, select the larg st and best of 
your common hens and mate them with one 
or more Plymouth Rock cocks. The chicks 
from this cross will be half-blood Plymouth 
Rocks, and for spring chickens superior to 
pure Brahmas, Leghorns, or Polish.

OLEOMARGARINE 
AT THE STATE HOUSE. 


(Reported expressly for the Mass. Ploughman.| 


The joint Committee on Agriculture had 
a hearing on Thursday, Feb. 19th, at the 
State House, on two petitions asking for a 
more stringent law to restrict the sale of 
oleomargarine products. Mr. Geo. T. 
Angell, of Boston, Mr. Bardwell, of Frank- 
lin County, and two others appeared on 
behalf of the petitioners, and a large num- 
ber of dealers in the products of the “ Wav- 
erly” Company with counsel, and 8. P. 
Sharples, chemist, appeared on behalf of the 
remonstrants. 

Mr. Angell opened the hearing by stating 
that he came entirely in the interests of 
public health, and honest dealing. It was 
estimated by competent authorities, that 
more than ninety millions pounds of oleo- 
margarine butter was manufactured in the 
United States in 1878, and during the same 
time probably more than forty million 
pounds of oleomargarine cheese. He pro- 
posed to offer a draft of a bill to regulate 
the sale of these articles, and then show the 
Committee why it should be enacted. The 
following is a copy of the bill: 

Be it enacted, &c.: 

lst. No person, company, or corporation shall 
sell in this Commonwealth any butter or cheese 
containing “‘ oleomargarine”™ which is manufac- 
tured in part, or whole, from any other sub- 
stance than the caul fat or suet of oxen, or other 
beef creatures. 
rsons, companies and corpora- 
tions selling butter or cheese, made of of con- 
taining “oleomargarine ” shall keep on their 
stores, vehicles, or places of bu-iness where or 
from which said articles are sold, in as mi- 
nent position as other signs, a sign ng in 
large and easily read letters, the werds, * Oleo- 
margarine products sold here;” and shall state 
to every buyer of said articles that the same are 
made of, or contain oleomargarine. 

3d. No —— of a hotel, boarding-house, or 
eating house shall knowingly permis said arti- 
cles to be placed upon his tables for table use 
without informing the persons eating the same 
that the same are composed in whole, or part,

SOUTHEASTERN VIRGINIA. 


Editor Massachusetts Ploughman : 


I believe we have had a little too much 
“Go West, Young Man,” therefore, with 
your kind permission, I will endeavor to 
show the readers of the Plouyhman that 
there is a region within 24 to 30 hours’ 
ride of the city of Boston, where in a mild 
and salubrious climate persons witha tew 
hundred dollars may secure homes, with 
from 50 to 100 acres of good productive 
land, and where they will be near the best 
markets in the United States, with good ed- 
ucational advantages, good society, a deep 
religious sentiment prevailing the com- 
munity, and all the advantages which go 
with the above. This land, easy to work, 
can be bought at less prices, and upon 
equally favorable terms, than wild, unbroken 
land can be secured for in the West any- 
where near railroad communication. A man 
can take his family and household goods to 
these lands for but little more than it will 
cost to secure passage for himself alone to 
the far West. Upon these lands, or rather 
farms, for they have all been under cultiva- 
tion, are dwellings, barns, cut-houses and 
fences of every degree and quality, from 
humble log cabins to large and—in their 
day—elegant mansions. 

Farms of from 50 to 100 acres can be 
bought at from $4 to $12 per acre, accord- 
ing to their nearness to railroads or steam- 
boat communication and the improvements 
thereon.

| Mr. Angell said that the “ Boston Journal 
of Chemistry” had recently taken strong 
| ground against the sale of this article, de- 
| claring it a fraud, and that it ought to be 
prohibited by law. 
The gentleman who had probably given 
| more attention to this subject than any other 
| in this country was Dr. R. U. Piper, of Chica- 
| go, an eminent microscopist and chemist, 
author of many scientific works ; Prof Mari- 
ner, the eminent chemist of Chicago, told 
Mr. Angell that Prof. Piper had no equal in 
the West as a microscopist, and that he 
had also wide experience as a chemist and 
physician. Mr. Angell also produced a cer- 
tificate which he had obtained from the 
Chief Justice of the Superior Court of Cook 
County, the Dean of the Chicago Law 
School, and two other Judges, that the tes- 


Chicago would be entitled to higher respect 
in the courts. 

Mr. Angell read a letter from Dr. Piper 
“that he had examined a large number of 
specimens of oleomargarine, and had found 
in them organic substances in the form of 
muscular and connective tissue; various 
fungi; and living organisms which had re- 
sisted the action of boiling acetic acid ; also, 
eggs resembling those of the tapeworm, and 
he had them preserved to be shown to any 
one who desired to see them, and that he re- 
garded it as a dangerous article, and would 
on no account permit its use in his family.” 

Mr. Angell exhibited microscopic photo- 
graphs obtained from Dr. Piper, of these 
fungi-eggs, etc., and read extensively from a 
long article published by the Dr. “ that no 
true butter can carry eggs of the tapeworm, 
trichine, etc., which oleomargarine is very 
likely to do, it being never subjected in 
preparation to a heat sufficient to kill them, 
being in that respect like raw meats, and 
that he had found them repeatedly in his ex- 
aminations of oleomargarine. 

The Doctor in this article also speaks of 
an article purporting to be a scientific de- 
fence of oleomargarine, going the rounds of 
the papers, which was simply the paid ad- 
vertisement of a “ grease factery.” He asks 
Who shall say that the fat of healthy animals 
only is used ? 

Do the manufacturers ever see the animals 
from whom they get their grease? 

Dr. Piper says his attention was called to 
the subject by an article published by Mr. 
John Michels, the New York microscopist, in 
the “ American Journal of Microscopy.” 

Mr. Angell then quoted from Mr. Michel’s 
article ‘‘ that oleomargarine was simply raw 
fat, never subjected to sufficient heat to kill 
parasites, and manipulated and mixed with 
milk products, to sell as pure butter, cheese, 
etc ;” “ that he had found in it parts of tis- 
sue of animals, and fragments and cells of 
suspicious nature,” “ that he had reason to 
believe that the refuse fat of at least one 
pork packing establishment was used in its 
manufacture,” “and that he thought there 
was risk in using it on the table.” 

Mr. Angell also submitted a published 
statement that Prof. Church had found in it 
“ horse fat, fat from bones, and waste fat, 
such as is principally used for making can- 
dles.” 

‘The other witnesses for petitioners simply 
stated the difficulty of detecting these pro- 
ducts in the markets, and asked for legisla- 
tion, which should compel their sale for 
what they are. 

The “ Waverly Co.” remonstrants, through 
their Counsel claimed that their article was 
not oleomargarine, but a pure, safe, heal thy 
article. Mr. Angell said he had never heard 
anything against, and knew nothing about 
their article. If it was not oleomargarine, 
why were they here ? 

Mr. Sharples stated that he would consider 
oleomargarine as safe as pure butter, but on 
cross examination by Mr. Angell said he had 
never analyzed it. 

A number of witnesses from various parts 
of the State, testified to selling the “ Wav- 
erly” Co.’s products and that they were 
liked and no complaints made. The coun- 
sel for remonstrants said they were satisfied 
with the present law on the subjeet which 
has never been enforced and no additional 
legislation is needed. The hearing occupied 
several hours and was largely attended.

I 
shall, ina few ‘weeks, ship a fine heard of 
pure bred Berkshire swine, some Oxfordshire 
down and Maple shade Cotswold sheep, and 
intend to make it the Model Stock Farm of 
the South Atlantic coast. My plan is to 
raise fine stock to sell in the Carolinas and 
Georgia and further south. The transporta- 
tion charges will be less, and the dangers of 
acclimation much less than it is when ani- 
mals are taken from the Northern States as 
far south as the Carolinas und the Gulf 
States. Neither have I any interest in, or 
with any real estate agency. The tide of 
emigration has set so long and so strong to 
the far West, that it has carried everything 
with it. I have visited almost every State 
in the Union, and have spent years in the 
fertile valley of the Mississippi, and after 
witnessing the luxuriant crop which the vir- 
gin ‘soil of the great West produces, I do 
say (and I am prepared with figures to prove 
the assertion) that in no State west of the 
Mississippi river can you raise as many dol- 
lars on an acre of land which you buy for 
double the money as you can in Southeastern 
Virginia.

In April last I saw in the edge of the flour- 
ishing town of Suffolk, twenty-five acres ot 
the best clover I have ever seen. I enquired 
what had been done to the land to produce 
such a splendid growth, for it was light soil.

tions and enlargements.
